FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


As we approach the 1943 fire season, we wonder just what 
may be in store for us. The woodlands are in just as critical 
condition as in the past years since the hurricane. The blown 
down trees are drier and due to the war more lumber lots are 
being cut making more slash lands and causing more fire haz- 
ards. With many of our men in war and defense work, it has 
caused a shortage in manpower, so we urge everyone to be 
_ careful. 

We were fortunate last year in having only one fire and the 
owner took care of the expense. 

There are so many possibilities for trouble this year it will 
require the whole hearted and patriotic cooperation of everyone 
concerned, if we are to avoid serious difficulties. Persons hostile 
to the best interests of our country and subnormal individuals 
affected by the excitement of the times may easily cause tre- 
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mendous confusion and disruption of local activities by deliber- 
ately starting fires in our woodlands. Suspicious circumstances 
connected with every fire should be made known to proper 
authorities. Wardens and Deputies are being instructed to in- 
vestigate fires carefully. Parties at fault will be held strictly 
responsibile. 

With the shortage of help it will be more necessary for 
everyone to comply with regulations which has been set up to 
govern the use of fire in our woodlands. These are briefly as 
follows: 

1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden to 
burn brush or other debris in or near woodlands, or where fire 
may be communicated to such lands, once the snow has left the 
ground. Violation of this requirement makes the responsible 
party liable. 

a. To a fine not to exceed $500.00 or imprisonment of not 
more than one year or both. 

b. To the town for expense incurred by the warden in at- 
tending or extinguishing such fire. 

ce. For damage to abutting owners if fire runs upon abut- 
ter property. 

2. DON’T drop, or throw from any vehicle while same is 
upon a public highway or private way and 

DON’T drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or near 
woodlands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live ashes or any 
substance liable to cause a fire. 

Violation of the prohibitions penalizes whoever is found 
guilty with a fine of not more than $25.00 

3. DON’T fail to properly notify your local warden of any 
fires you see.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


‘To the Lempster School Board: 


Mrs. Viola Horton is continuing good work at the Street 
school and Mrs. Doris Abbott, an experienced teacher is teach- 
ing the East School. Both Schools are making excellent pro- 
gress and I recommend if possible that we hold both teachers 
for next year. 


Teaching is hard work and it is especially hard in 
schools with all eight grades to keep the pupils’ work progress- 
ing to modern requirements, prepare each day’s work and cor- 
rect papers. 

The shortage of teachers is alarming. Patriotism and 
higher salaries have called many from the teaching profession 
to other fields. It is expected that many will stop teaching as 
soon as their contracts run out in the spring. I recommend if 
possible we hold the same faculty for next year. 


Financially, the teachers have been hard hit. Teachers’ 
wages always have been low, in the comparison to years of 
study and expenses required to prepare for their work. Accord- 
ing to a study made by the N. E. A., the cost of living already 
has risen, 19% since the war began but food, 35% and cloth- 
ing, 25%. The wages of factory workers have gone up 59% 
-and teachers’ salaries only, 7%. Another inducement that kept 
teachers in their positions before 1939 was that they had no 
income tax to pay. 


Transportation is another serious problem. The cost is 
higher and it will soon be hard to find good drivers. Without 
transportation, however, we would be forced to open up a large 
number of small schools with the difficulty of finding teachers. 

Books are in good condition and teachers can get along 
with less supplies than would be desirable. Unless new homes 
are built we will not need new furniture. 
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I appreciate the help and sympathy that I received from 
the School Board, the teachers, and pupils during my sickness. 
I am sorry for the inconvenience brought to them and wish to 
thank them for the extra work they so willingly have done.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


January, 1942 to January, 1943 


During the year I made 19 visits to the schools and on 11 
occasions visited the homes of pupils. 

A dental clinic was held February 16 and 17, 1942. Thirty- 
four pupils were found to have defective teeth and in twenty-one 
pupils the defects were corrected at an expense of $43.75 of 
which $10.00 was paid by the parents at the clinic and $7.00 was 
to be paid at a later date by the parents. Many of the nurse’s 
activities, especially those done in the homes, cannot be easily 
enumerated.
